PROBLEM OF THE ADRIATIC. 
STATEMENT BY PRESIDENT WILSON. 
_ New York, April 23. (ia Paria, April 2t.) 
President Wilson, this afjernoon, in'the first statement de 
directly with a controverted question before the Peace Confe 


issued an official statement dealing with the Adriatic prottem.- ~ 


issuing the statement the President let it be known what he desired 
once again to call attention to, the fact that there were. certain well- 
defined principles which have been accepted by the peopfes of the 
world as the basis fora lasting peace. The United States simply 
recalled this in order that there should be no deviastion’from these 
principles. The statement as issued was as follows >— 

STATEMENT IN RE ADREATIC, 

Tn-view of the capital importance of the qnestions affected, and 
jn order to throw all possible light upon what is involved in their. 
settlement, I hope that the following statement will contribute to the 
‘inal formation of opinion and to a satisfactory solution. 

When Italy entered the war she entered upon the basis of a 


definite, private understanding with Grea: Britain and France, now |” 


known as the Pact of London. Since that ‘time the whole face of 
circumstances has been altered. -Many other Powers, great and 
small, have entered the straggle with no knowledge of that private 
understanding. The Austro-Hungarian Enipire, then the enemy of 
Europe, and at whose expense the Pact of London was to be kept in 
the event of victory, has gone to pieces and no longer exists. Not only 
that. The several parts of that Empire, it is now agreed by Italy 
and all her associates, are to be erected into independent States and: 
associated in a League of Nations, not with those who were recently 
our enemies, but with Italy herself and the Powers that stood with 
Italy in the great warfor liberty. We are to establish their liberty 
as well as ourown. They are to be among the smaller States whose 


interests are henceforth to be as scrupulously safeguarded as the , 


interests of the most powerful Siatas. 5 
The war was. ended, moreover. by proposing to Germany an 
armistice and peace which should be foutded on certain clearly- 
defined principles and which should set up a new order af right and 
justice. Upon those principles tbe peace with Germany has been 
conceived, not only, but formulated. Upon those principles it will 
be executed. We cannot ask the great body of Powers to propase 
and effect peace with Austria and establish a new basis of indepen- 
dence and right in the States which originally constituted the Austro-. 
Hangirian Empire and the States‘of the Balkan group on principles. 
of another kind. We must apply the same principles to the settle- 
meat of Europe in those quarters that we have applied in the peace 
with Germany. Is was upon the explicit avowal of those principles 
that the initiative for peace was taken. Itis upon them,! th 
whole structure of peace must rest. 7 . a 
Tf these principles are to be adhered to, Fiume must song as the 
outlet and inlet of the commerce. not of Italy, but of the | to the 
north and north-east of that port: Hungary, Bohemia, Boumania, 
and the States of the new Jugo-Slavic group. To assign Fiume to 
Italy would be to create the feeling that we had deliberately put the 
port upon which all these countries chiefly depend for their access 
tothe Meditterranean in the hands of a Power of which it did not 
form an integral part and whose sovereignty,” if set up there, must 
inevitably seem foreign, not domestic, or identified with the commer- 
cial and industrial life of the regions which the’port must serve.’ It 
is for that reason, ng doubt, that Fiume was not included in the Pact 
of London, but there definitely assigned to the Croatians. . 
And the reason why the line of the Pact of London swept about 
many of the islands of the eastern’coast of the Adriatic around the 
portion of the Dalmatian coast which lies most open to the sea was 
not-only that here.and there on those islands and here and there on 


that coast there are bodies of people of Italian blood and cannections, }- 


but. also, and no doubt chiefly, because it was felt that it was 
necessary for Italy to have a foothold’ amidst the channéls, of the 
eastern Adriatic in order that she might make her own ‘coasts safe 
against the naval aggression of Austria-Hungary. Buf Austria- 
Hungary no longer exists. 11 is proposed that the fortifications which 
the Austrian Government constructed there shall’ be razed and 
permanently destroyed. It is part also of the new plan of European 
order which centres in the League of Nattons that the new States 
erected there shall accept a limitation of armaments which puts 


‘| aggressions out of the question. ‘There can be no fear of the unfair 


treatment of groups of “Italian people there because adequate 
guarantees will be given, under international sanction, of the equal 
and equitable treatment of all racial or national minorities. . 

In brief. every question associated with this settlement wears a 
new aspect—a new aspect given it by the very victory for right for 
‘which Italy has made the supreme sacrifice of blood and treasure. 
Italy, along with the fourother great Powers, has become one of the 
chief trustees of the new order which she has played so honourable 
a part in establishing. . . 

And on the north and north-east her natural frontiers are com- 
pletely restored, along the whole sweep of the Alps from north-west 
to south-east to the very end of the Istrian Peninsula, including all 
the great watershed within which Trieste and Pola lie and all the 
fair’ regions whose face nature has turned towards the great 
peninsula upon which the historic life of the Latin people nas been 
worked out through centuries of famous story ever since Rome was 
first set upon her Seven Hills. Her ancient unity is restored. Her 
lines are extinct to the great walls which are her natural defence. 
It is within her choice to be surrounded by friends; to exhibit to the 
newly-liberated peoples across the Adriatic that noblest quality of 
greatness, magnanimity, friendly generosity, the preference of 
justice over interest: . . 

The nations associated with her, the nations that know nothing 
of the Pact of London or of other special understanding that lies at 
the beginning of this great struggle, and who have made their 
supreme sacrifice alxo in the interest, not of national advantage or 
defence, of the settled peace of the world, now unite with her other

DEATH OF MR. G. A.

FORMER RESIDENT . 
OF HONGKONG. 


We regret (saysthe NC. Duily 
News)to announce the death of 
Mr.. George Alan Dutton, which 
has taken place in London, follow- 
ing om influenza and pneumonia. 

Mr. Dutton was connected with 
Messrs. Lowe, Bingham and Mat- 
thews for a short time in Shang- 
hai and Tairen and afterwards in 
Hongkong. During the first two 
years of the war he served in the 
Defence Force in Hongkong. 

Deep sympathy will be extend- 


ed to Mrs, Dutton, who was -well, 


known to many in Shanghai as 
Nurse Callaghan of the Railway 
Hospital. She left Shanghai 
when war broke out, travelling on 
a Russian steamer and was beld 
up ig Spain for a short time, but 
eventually returned to the Far 
East, marrying Mr. Datton in 
Hongkong. 


The news of Mr. Dutton’s death 
will.come as a great surprise in 
Hongkong, for on enquiry at 
Messrs. Lowe, Bingham and 
Matthews’ offices we learn that 
no intimation of his. demise had 
been received there. Mr. Dutton 
was with the firm for a period 
of five years, most of which was 
spent in Hongkong, and he left 
for Home in March, 1916, ina 
rather poor state of health. Mr.

Whilst the Allied delegates in Paris are. giving consideration 
to'matters which affect the future of China, there is sitting in 
Shanghai another Conference whose aim isto bring about agree- 
ment ketween the conflicting elements in the Oriental Republic. Ir 
willbe recalled that the Chinese delegations tepresenting ‘the Ne-th 
and the South had no: gone very far in their deliberations before the 
Shanghai Conference broke down over the question of the continu- 

- ance of hostilities in Shensi, and that the present gatherings 
represent the second attempt to settle ull outstanding questions. 

gUp to now, no great advance has been tnade in this direction, for 
only the fringe of the really contentious matiers has been touched. 
Tt is possible—indeed, very probable-that the great bulk of the 
Chinese people have no particular interest in the proceedings that 
are going on, but the outside world in general, and =ympathetic 
foreign nations in particular, strangly hold the hope that the 
delegates ussembled in Shanghui will.succerd in evolving some 
scheme of settlement which will once and fot all put an end tothe 
disputes and wranglings which have foro many years gharacterised 
Chinese political life, and who-e effect has undoubtedly been to 
weaken the nation and discredit its statesmen in the eyes of other 
nations, 

There would be some hope of such 2 happy i--ue could we be but 
convinced that there» were no secret influences at work behind the 
scenes and that the respective groups of delegates held the complete 

. «onfidence of those whom they are supposed to represent. But! 
can we really be sure ofthat? Wehave heardsomething of a move- 
ment which aims at ronverting the present Shanghai Conference 

pointe a new Government, or, at least, making . that Conference 
the basis ‘of a new Administration, On the other hand, a. report 
has reached our ears that the Conference is becoming gradually 
isolated, that its discussions are-so much wasted time and that the 
real peace settlement is being quietly arranged by other parties. 
Which of these reporty is the more firmly based on facts it would be 
hard to say. Either development is possible in this land of political 
- enigmas, The trouble is that in Chinese political life there are so 
many tricksters and unscrupulous schemers who, for the, fruits of 
office, or the prospects of personal advancement, would ‘sell their 
party without the least compunction ahout the matter. It is the old 
story of the lack of real’ cohesion. Dr. Reinsch, the American 
Minister to Peking, the other day gave fresh emphasis to this point 
when-he told a gathering,of returned Chinese students that the 
Chinese are divided so'deeply by conflicting interests, lack of 
confidence and mutual suspicion that itis very difficult to obtain 
the continuous co-operation of men for public ends. “A free State,” 
he told bis listeners, “can rest only ‘on confidence, deep-seated 
confidence in men. andand their mutual loyalty to each pther.” 
Those words need burning inte the minds of all the’ would-be 
leaders of China. The fact that China's social system is rooted in the 
family and the clan has no doubt had adeal to do with the chaotic 
state of the country in the past. Kk has not conduced to the birth of 
~ any real national spirit, which has further been hindered by langu- 
age difficulties. , oy ;

A KNOTTY PROBLEM. . 

We ses that the .Kiauchau 
question, to which we made re- 
ference on Saturday, haa again 
coms into prominance in the 
Paris deliberations. It has been 
disoussed .by President Wilson, 
Mr. Lioyu Geonse and dd. 
Clemenceau, but: the problem is 
still unsolved, and the expecta- 
tion is that.a compromise pro- 
posal will shortly be submitted by. 
afew experts who are to thorough- 
ly examine the® matter. A 
telegram from Peking suggest 
the territors may be 
administered for the time being 
by the five Great Powers, but that 
docs not appear to be altogether 
ta the liking ofthe Chinese, who 


want it returned direct to them. |, 


It is evident that the problem, 
being one in which many interests 
are involved, is not easy. of 
solaiion, though China's ultimate 
right to the territory cannot 
vety well be denied. News 


jfeom Tokyo shows that there 


is same anger being displayed in 
Japanese circles because China 
is seeking to have the matter 
settled in Paris, instead of re- 
covering .the territory direct 
trom Japan. The attitude of 
China is, indeed, described as “a 
most flagrant violation of interna- 
tional fidelity and unworthy and 
[disgraceful of any nation claiming 
to be independent.” 


CHINA’S PREFERENCE. 


Frankly, we cannot see the 
question in that light! Kiauchanu 
is one of those former German 
territories whose fate ought right- 
fully to be settled by the Paris 
conferences. Whilst still leased 
to Germany, it was Seized through 
the joint efforts of Japanese and 
British forces, and we cannot see 
that Japan has any ground for 
complaint if the Allies decide 
what is to become of it. She, 
[was apparently prepared for 
the Paris conferences to allocate 
the Pacific’ Islands to var- 
ious mandatories. Then why 
should she spesially wish in this 
roatter to deal solely with China? 
The attitude of the Japanese is 
sure to arouse a measure of 
suspicion. It might, of course, 
suit Japan's book to negotiate 
direct with China on the question, 
but what about China's wishes 
in the matter? After all, 
the territory belongs more to her 
than anybody else, and 


China is willing that its 


{disposition be left to the Allies. 


surely Japan ought to be content 
to abide by the decision. The 
conclusion, .of course, cannot be 
escaped thatthe Chinese prefer to 
deal with the Allied deliberators, 
from whem they know that they 
will be likely to receive justice. 
Perhaps itis that very point that 
is making some of the Japanese 
sovery angry: Anyhow, itis high 
time that the whole question was 
settled. one way or the other. 


WalT A YEAR. 


When we read of the Canton 
Chinese telegraph office notifying 
the advance of the clock by one 
hour, and also note the comment 
ofa Shanghai exchange that the 
change there has passed almost 
unnoticed, we cannot suppress a 
feeling of regret that Hongkong 
should still. see. fit to maskee 
daslight-saving altogether. Some 
quarters have souzht to discredit 
the benefits of the scheme by 
pointing to the varying stand- 
ards adopted by Siccawei, the 
time-bal], ete, but, as Shipping 
and Engineering points out, these 
matters only involve mariners, 
who are wellaccustomedto deal- 
ing withthe various standards of 
time measarement. What we can- 
.notunderstandis why “ongkong 
in particular should resist the 
application of a method which 
has worked so well ‘in other 
cities and, countries. Do the 
local. opponents of the system 
consider that théy have a mon- 
opoly of wisdom on the point? 


The only explanation we can] 


think of is that their attitude is 
just & little reflection of the 
natural aversioa Uf aconservative- 
minded community against any 
departure from past methods. A 
year Hence, the Colony will pro- 
bably wake up, and then, perhaps, 
we shall decide that daylight- 
saving is not such a terribly 
revolutionary thing after all.

The British now enjoy a greater 
share of Chins’s foreign trade 
than any other nation, about one 
half. In recent years this 
supremacy has not gone un- 
contested, and we shall require 
all our alertness and readiness of 
resource to maintain and extend 
our position, but the prize is’ rich 
beyond-imagination. We have a 
lengthy experience of the Chinese 
market; we have no ambitions in 
China but to develop a trade 
which is beneficial to the people 
of China as to ourselves. We en- 
joy a prestige in China which is 
the reward of character, and there 
is a subtle sympathy between the 
Englishman and the Chinese 
which makes each respect and 
like the other. It. is with the 
idea, presumably, of directing the 
attention of Britsh men of 
business to the new China and its 
vast commercial and industrial 
potentialities that this Publicity 
Bureau has been established.

The ship 
listed forty degrees on - being 
flooded in the holds with the 
water poured thersinto to stop 
the fire. The fire was put under 
control, and the damage was 
limited to the cargoes. The

| Con for agent at Yingkou. She 
was loading 800 tons of millet for 
Wonsan (Chosen.) The ‘total 
damage is estimated at 50,000 
yen, but the cause of the fire is 
not known,

from the current fiscal yeat. The 
Third (the westernmost) Wharf, 
the construction of which was 
put in hand in March, 1913, is to 
be completed by the fiscal year af 
1919. When completed, the 
new wharf will have a 
quay line of 5,300 ft. in total 
length. By the end of December, 
1917,’ 70% of the work had been 
done, and during 1918, 15.27, more 
was accomplished, as originally 
mapped out an- the Programme. 
The dredging operations “were 
commenced in the fiscal year of 
1908 -and are to be: brought 
to @ termination by the 
end of the present ‘fiscal year. 
The area.to be dredged comprises 
1,695,000 tsubo. By the end of 
1917, 8575 of the work had been 
done, and 147; more during 1918, 
As regards tho reclamation of 
the shorefront at. Jijiko (East 
End), the area to be reclaimed is 
altogether about 111,000 tsubo; 
and the work is expected to be 
finished by ‘the fiscal year 
of 1924.

King’s Buildings, 
claimed from: Mr. F. P. Musso, 
of Hotet Mansions, the sum of 
$4,181.84, being the amount due 
af two promissory 

and $1,800, 


also for goods supplied and money 
paid woMr. Musso. . The defend- 
ant paid into Court, on July & 
1915, the -full amount ‘claim- 
ed ($4,282.84). The defendant 
claimed from plaintiff the re- 
turn of ten pearls deposited 
with plaintiff for” sale on 
‘commission. Defendant claim- 
ed tohave suffered damages due 
tothe non-return of the pearls, 
owing toa fall in price on the 
market. Defendant counter- 
claimed the sum of $7,814 as 
damages therefor. In the alter- 
native,defend ant counter-claimed 
from plaintiff the sum of 87,814 
as damages for breach of duty as 
agent for the sale of the pearls, 
and negligence. Plaintiff's defence 
of the counter-claimis a denial of 
the acts complained of. and the 
deténtion of the pearts (if any) 
was not wrongful, inasmuch as 
he held the pearls as security for 
defendant's indebtedness ta plain- 
tiff. Furthermore, plaintiff, with 
defendant's authority, forwarded 
the pearls to one Cattanco, (resi- 
dent. in Italy) for sale, subject 
defendant's authority, 
but offers were not 
forthcoming owing to the war. 
The prarls .were returned . to 
Hongkong arriving in the begin- 
ning of May, 1915. Plaintiff 
further denied that he sent the 
pearls to America. They were 
taken to America without plain- 
tiffs. knowledge or authority, 
the pearls being given 
to one Poli by Cattaneo, 
with Mr. Musso’s authority -and 
onhisbebalf. woos 
Mr." Eldon Potter, instructed 
by Messrs. Goldring and 
Phillips, appeared for Mr. 
and the. Hon. M. 
C. G, Alabaster, 0.B.E.. instructed 
by Messrs. Wilkinson and 
Grist, represented Mr. Martini. 
Mr. Potter said the plaintiffs 
claim bad been. settled and they 
now had to désl with ~the ‘de- 
fendant’s - counter-claim, - which 
was for a sum of $7,814, being the 
amount of damages suffered by 
the defendant through the plain- 
tiffs wrongful ‘detention of the 
pearls. Counsel said that he held 
that the pearls were subsequently 
sent or taxen toAmerica and ava 
consequence of,that could not be 
got-back to Hongkong in time, 
whereby the defendant lost an 
opportunity of selling them. In 
March, 1914, the defendant 
purchased certain pearls from the 
plaintiff at a price of $8,000 and 
in May of the same year the 
defendant purchased further 
pearls for the sum of $1,400, andin 
respect of these two transactions 
defendant signed two promissory 
notes which he gave to the plain- 
ty and which , were repayable 
in three months. In Mag, Mr. 
Musso being in certain financial 
difficulties as a result of an 
unfortunate share tramsaction, 
interviewed the head manager of 
the plaintiff's firm and as a resulr 
of that interview it was 


| arranged that Mr. Musso. should 


give to the plaintiff a charge, by 
way of security on his furniture 
and curios which were-in his 
house, for a toan: Counsel! would 
ask His Lordship to mote that 
there was no mention of pearls 
in that transaction. As a matter 
of fact the pearls had-been hand- 
ed to the ° plaintiff's manager 
before evar that arrangement was 
arcived at. It was @ most cur- 
ious thing that it was intended 
that the pearls should be security 
and that such a valuable item 
should not be specifically men- 
tioned, because they were valued 
at about $10,000 or $12,000, which.

Poli subsequently returned them 
to Hongkong by registered letter 
stating that his act in smuggling 
the pearls into the United States 
might lead to his financial ruin. 
Mr.: Alabaster said that the 
translation of the word from the 
Italian did not mean smuggling. 
Mr. Potter said it did not 
matter much as regards his case, 
and there was nothing really in 
it. His case-was that had the 
pearls not been sent to America 
they could have been got back to 
Hongkong -in time for sale, the 
defendant having received an 
offer here for their purchase. 


Mr. Alabaster further argued |’ 


that the pearls came originally 
not exciseable in America, and no 
act of smuggling took place. '- 

His Lordship:—The  dis- 
tinguished Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer was once discovered 
trying to. smuggle 
(Laughter.)

The Army Council have ad- 
dressed the following com- 
munication to the Lords Lieu- 
tenant regarding the position of 
the Volunteer Force >— 

The original purposes for which 
the Volunteer Force was raised 
were to provide additional protec- 
tion to thia country from outside 
attack and to replace full time 
troops in the performance of 
certain’temporary services. Ow- 
ing to the altered- Military 
situation those purposes have 
lost some of their urgency; 
nevertheless, the general situa- 
tion cannot be said to be clear, 
nor can our troubles-be at an end 
while the terms of peace remain 
unratified. A period of suspense 
is therefore imposed, during 
which the Council have no inten- 
tion of breaking up an organisa- 
tion which by hard work and keen 
public spirit has achieved a con- 
siderable degree of military 
efficiency. . 

Although obligatory training 
and further enrolments have been 
temporarily suspended, it is in- 
tended to keep the force in being, 
pending the fins] decision as to 
jts disposal, which must await 
the trend of events.
